1945, may well extend into 1960 and 
another session. However, most vb, 
servers appear to agree that the 
Present session wil] be its last anc 
that a general election wil] be callec 
within the next twelve monhs, All 
parties are already showing signs 
of pre-election activitiy, 
~ By-elections since 1945 have not 
altered in any way the strength of th 
liberal] ‘government in the presen 
House of Commons and it is stiti 
probably strong enougt: to withstan 
any storm and relatively free to s:. 
its own date for a cal] to the polls. 
The course of this fourth sessior 
however, may .be a determining 
factor in the selection of such a date 

30th the government and the op- 
position will be operating under new 
leaders. For the first time, the Right 
Honaroble Louis St, Laurent will 
appear in tie House of Commons as 
Prime Minister of Canada, while the 
new leader of the opposition, George 
Drew, will be making his first ap- 
pearance, both as a member of 
parliament and as leader of the op- 
position, 

Many of the important issues will 
be presented to parliament in the 
next few months. Defence plans 
and externa] affairs are due for their 
share of headlines while this year's 
budgct will assurdely be followed 
more closely and by more citizens 
than ever before in the history of 
Canada, 

Priority is to be given at this ses- 
sion it has been announced, to all 
questions relating to the entry of 
Newfoundland in the Confederation, 
for, in 1949, Canada’s 10th province 
is to become a fact. 

It is interesting to note that this 
latest addition to Confederation par- 
ticipated in the earliest talks on the 
union of the British Colonies in North 
America. At the Quebec conference 
of 1864, when the origina] resolu- 
“tions leading to confederation were 
adopted, both Newfoundland ind 
+ Prince Edward Island, colonies in 
their own right, were represented, | 
along with Ontario, Quebec, New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia, the four 
provinces which were to go ahead snd 
accept confederation three years | 
later, 

Manitoba was carved out of what} 
was called Rupert’s Lend and North- 
west Territories and erected as a Can- 
adian province in May, 1870 and 
this fifth province became a realty 
in June of the same year when Her 
Majesty’s government sanctioned 
the admission of Rupert’s Land and 
teh Northwest Territories in Canada.

History has been made in the steel industry where 
production has reached the record figure of 300,000 tons a week and the 
Minister of Transport, Mr. Alfred Barnes, recently announced that ship 
building is going ahead steadily and that by 1950 Britain’s merchant fleet 


will be restored to its pre-war size.

Not only have the people of the United Kingdom 
Have Helped improved economic conditions in their own country 
but they have given a considerable amount of aid 
Other People to others. The British parliament has voted great 
sums of money, the equivalent of hundreds of millions of dollars, to be in- 
vested in the encouragement of agriculture and the development of the 
natural resources of the colonies in the interests of the native populations. 
It should also be realized that in spite of fhe economic crisis the British 
government has dealt, since the war, with many complicated problems of 
Empire and that during that time self-government in wider measure has 
been extended to some member countries of the Commonwealth, while 
others, like Burma, have withdrawn from it, Much has also been done by 
Britain to assist in the task of restoring the financial security of Western 
Europe. It is now predicted that by 1952 that the United Kingdom will 
need no further financial aid from ,outéide sources and that the sacrifice 
and industry of the people will be rewarded by complete economic recovery.

In Food Prices 
During 1949 


OTTAWA.—The baby was the 
only member of the Canadian 
family to get a break on food 
prices in 1948. Prices on baby 
foods, particularly midget cans 
of strained meats and vege- 
tables, held about steady in the 
12 months, government sources 
reported. 

The report on adult foods was far 
less encouraging. With few excep- 
tions they rose throughout the year, 
reaching their peak in October. 

An easing tendency became ap- 
parent in November, but there was 
no clear indication of a recession 
such as is developing in United 
States food prices. 


In the U.S,, retail meat prices are 
reported to be down as much as 20 
per cent. since September, while 
smaller declines have been recorded 
by dajry products, fruits, vegetables 
and fats and oils, é 

Looking into 1949, authorities in 
Canada predict a decline here, prob- 
ably in the last six months, 

In Canada, the over-all food sub- 
index in the official cost-of-living in- 
dex showed a slight dip at Nov. 1, 
but nothing outstanding. The read- 
ing was 204.7 against 205.4 at Oct, 1, 
182.2 at Jan. 1 and 178.7 at Dec. 1, 
1947, 

The food picture had its brighter 
side. Reports placed before the do- 
minion-provincial agricultural confer- 
ence early in December forecast a 
drop in food prices in late 1949 as a 
result of good harvests and general 
improvement in the world food posi- 
tion, 

Hume Ryerson of Brantford, Ont., 
president of the Camnadian Fruit 
Wholesalers’ association, foresaw a 
“fairly stable or dropping price lev- 
el,” for practically all vegetables 
next year. 

There was, he said, ‘definite’ prob- 
ability of a reduction in the price of 
potatoes. Plums, prunes and rasp- 
berries also would go down.”

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NEW SAFETY RULES 
FOR TRUCKS, BUSES” 
IN BRITISH COLUMBIA 


VICTORIA.—Trucks and buses on 
B.C. highways must carry safety 
signals in case of breakdown—just 
like trains—under new Highway Act 
Pi Saal passed by order-in-coun- 
cil, 

Signals must include two flares, 
reflectors, fusees or red Janterns for 
use in the dark and two red flags at 
least 12 inches square for daylight. 

They must be placed 100 feet be- 
hind and in front of the vehicle in 
case of breakdown, 


The new regulations cover vehicles 
with capacity of more than nine pas- 
sengers or half a ton. 

Other new sections limit the speed 
of vehicles with solid rubber tires to 
10 miles an hour on the highways, 
and logging trucks with semi-trail- 
ers attached to 15 miles an hour un- 
less the semi-trailer is carried on 
the truck.

Hill Disappearing 
Near Swift Current 


HALLONQUIST, Sask.—There’s a 
Sinking hill in this district, 40 miles 
southeast of Swift Current and it 
seems to be disappearing fairly fast. 

One old-timer said that in 1909 the 
hill was normal except that livestock 
shunned it. 

In 1911, the hill began to crack up 
and portions sank from six to eight 
inches. Today, a valley three-quar- 
ters of a mile long and 50 feet deep 
has developed, 

One engineer said he believes a 
vast bed of quicksand may lie under- 
neath the ground, Others suspect 
underground water erosion,

— It isn’t that Pro- 
fessor KE. H. Strickland of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta doesn’t like the 
people of Medicine Hat, Alta., but 
he thinks the strangest creatures on 
this continent live in that vicinity, 

The professor has taken several 
trips to the southern Alberta metrop- 
Olis just to look at some of the oddi- 
ties that live in the area, Here is 
what he found: y 

"In 1942, scorpions were found 
along the banks of the Seven Persons 
Creek, even where it passes through 
the city of Medicine Hat. This is 
very far removed ffom any place one 
would expect to find such scorpions, 
In Texas or Arizona, certainly, but 
not in Medicine Hat.” 


He told of a trip he made to the 
city “poking around for wireworms 
in the soil.” He unearthed a mother 
and young of a tropical spider known 
as solpugids, 

These spiders are essentially tropi- 
cal and are abundant in Africa, They 
are just able to exist in southern 


Manitoba Farmers 
Have Record Year 


WINNIPEG.—For Manitoba farm- 
ers, 1948 was the most prosperous 
year on record. This was the gist 
of a year-end review statement by 
the province’s new minister of agri- 
culture, Hon, F. C. Bell, who releas- 
ed tentative statistics showing that 
farm production last year was high- 
er than eyer before. 


The average net return on produc- 
tion in 1948 was estimated at $5,000 
per farm compared with $3,600 in 
1947, The province's gross return 
on aggregate agricultural production 
for the year totalled $321,500,000 
against the previous record of $244,- 
000,000 in 1947,

On another visit, Prof, Strickland 
captured a number of wasps which 
he sent to a world authority, The 
expert returned them saying they 
must have been mislabelled because 
they never have been found so far 
north, 

After Prof. Strickland assured the 
wasp expert they were found at 
Medicine Hat, the amazed man de- 
cided to visit the city for himself, 

“I really admit the charm of Medi- 
cine Hat but I don’t feel happy in be- 
lieving that it has proved such a 
mecca for tourists and others,” said 
the professor, “They have converg- 
ed on it leaving in their wake a va- 
riety of scorpions, white ants, solpu- 
gids, horned toads, kangaroo rats, 
hognosed vipers and the seeds of the 
yucca plant. 

“Whatever may be the true ex- 
planation, all these typically southern 
forms do inhabit the vicinity of the 
Cypress Hills (near the city), while 
very few have been seen east or 
west, One certainly cannot feel ‘sat- 
isfied in attributing this phenomenon 
to a surprisingly haphazard inspec- 
tion of freight cars and automobiles 
at the ports of entry, 

“The only explanation I have to 
offer is that they may have been na- 
tive to Alberta for millions of years.” 

Prof. Strickland thinks the crea- 
tures may have escaped the ice age 
because the 4,500-foot hills show no 
signs of glaciation above the 4,400- 
foot mark,
